Tho Icllis Paper Mill. 


The leading paper mill company of 


the Pacific coast has closed the great 
mill at Stockton. It had been known 
for two years past that this mill was 
not making any money for its owners. 
1« may be that the losses, first and last, 
might foot up somewhere between (200,- 
000 and $300,000. 
.When the mill was 


first established at Stockton there were 


any inquiries as to what particular 


advantages that place had over many 
•ithera for such an establishment. 
It 


was situated where there was an in- 
exhaustible supply of 
straw for the 


maunfacturc of coarse and cheap pa- 
pers. No other special advantage ap- 
peared to most observers. 


The whole 
situation has changed 


since that mill was projected. Rags 
and straw are not now eagerly sought 
as paper stock. 
The price of many 


kinds of paper has been reduced one- 
half or more since the Stockton mill 
was planned. That was consequent up- 
on the general use. of wood pulp. 
The 


ttrlvantnge was so great that the Stock- 
xnn. concern was put out of the race, as 
it were. 
"Whatever 
the advantages 


were when the mill was planned, they 
had practically ceased to be of any im- 
portance. 
The owners oE this great 


mill, In which they had Invested a quar- 
ter of a million or more, acknowledged 
the change in the situation. 
Wood 


pulp had taken the lead of all other pa- 
per stock. There was no good timber 
for pulp anywhere 
about 
Stockton. 


Some sui'able timber could be found on 
the western slope ot thi.> Sierra. 
But 


that was too remote. 


The same paper rnill company hunted 


for a new location. They found it at a 
point in Oregon, not far from Salem. 
Timber of the right kind was abun- 
dant, land there was an unfailing water 
power. At that point the company be- 
gan to manufacture wood pulp and to 
manufacture paper. 
They have sup- 


plied the greater part of the newspa- 
pers on this coast and have for some 
time been making regular shipments to 
Australia, underselling in that market 
English paper. 


The result is that the same paper 


company that sunk two or three hun- 
dred thousand dollars in the mill at 
Stockton have made enough money in 
the new concern in Oregon to balance 
all their losses and to have a consider- 
able margin besides. That is the way 
we understand the situation. It is only 
fair that this profit side 
should be 


stated in contiection with 
the losses. 


The same company lost money in one 
mill on account *of location and made 
money in another concern because 
better site had been chosen.

The only way to prevent 
this is to make a resular and uniform 
use of the machine.- Only through such 
use, involving a lonf? and steady ride 
every day, can the decree of muscle, 
mechanically, so to speak, be develop- 
ed, which will make riding so auto- 
matic as to overcome this tendency to 
undue cardiac contraction. 
-.Profes- 
sionals are without it; amateurs very 
seldom. Indeed. 
Moreover, the ama- 
teur should never ride at a high rate of, 
speed. If one's riding- is regular and 
dally, one may KO faster and further 
with safety, but If riding Is Interrupt- 
ed, even for a few days, one must take 
it up again with caution and delibera- 
tion. 
The temptation to go fast should 
be steadily resisted.

Tho Irtl<- Paper Mill. 


The leading paper mill company ot 


the Pacific coast has closed tho great 
mill at Stockton. It had been known 
for two years past that this mill was 
not making any money for Us owners. 
IB may be that the losseb. first and last, 
might foot up somewhere between $200,- 
000 and $300,000. 
When the mill was 


first established at Stockton there were 
many inquiries as to what particular 
advantages that place had over many 
others for such an establishment 
It 


was situated where there was an In- 
exhaustible supply of straw for the 
maunfacture of coarse and cheap pa- 
pers. No other special advantage ap- 
peared to most observers. 


The whole 
situation 
has changed 


since that mill was projected. 
Rngs 


and straw are not now eagerly sought 
as paper stock. 
The price of many 


kinds of paper has been reduced one- 
half or more since the Stockton mill 
was planned. That was consequent up- 
on the general use of wood pulp. The 
advantage was so great that tho Stock- 
ton, concern was put out of the race, as 
It were. 
Whatever 
the advantages 


were «hen tho mill was planned, they 
had practically ceased to be of any im- 
portance. 
The owners of this great 


mill, in which they had Invested a quar- 
ter of a million or more, acknowledged 
the change in the situation. 
Wood 


pulp had taken the lead of all other pa- 
per stock. There wan no good timber 
for pulp anywhere about 
Stockton. 


Some .sui'able timber could be found on 
the western slope of the Sierra. 
But 


that was loo remote. 


The same paper mil! company hunted 


for a new location. They found it at a 
point In Oregon, not far from Salem. 
Timber of the light kind was abun- 
dant.'and there was an unfailing water 
power. At that point the company be- 
gan to manufacture wood pulp and to 
manufacture paper. 
They have sup- 


plied the greater part of tho newspa- 
pers on this coabt and have for some 
time been making regular shipments to 
Australia, underselling in that market 
English paper. 


The result I.s that the same paper 


company that sunk two or three hun- 
dred thousand dollars in the mill at 
Stockton have made enough money In 
the new concern In On gon to balance 
all their losses and to have a consider- 
able margin besides. That is the way 
we understand the situation. It is only 
fair that this profit side 
should be 


stated in connection with 
the losses. 


The same company lost money in one 
mill on account of location and made 
money in another concern because a 
better site had been chosen.
